sometimes we overlook the 
fact that a hold-up -can be 
n fatal mistake. It is almost 
ag important to know when 
not to hold-up as 


very important -play. 


When West opened the seven 
of diamonds in the hand shown 
today, South made the mistake 
of holding up dummy's acc. 
East won with the queen of 
diamonds and returned the suit 
to dummy’'s acc. Thus West's 
long suit wus' established In the 
first two tricks. 


South necded at least two clubs 
to make his contract, so he im- 
mediataly tricd the club finesse. 
This had the great merit ‘of 
getting the agony over quickly. 
West took the king of clubs and 
the rest of his diamonds to defeat 
the cuntract. 


South should have won the 
first trick with dummy’s ace of 
diamonds, ‘since this was one of, 
the standard positions in which 
an expert docs not hold up. 
Whether East dropped the queen 
or the ten of dtumonds, the sult 
would be blocked. Declarer 
would immediately try the 
club finesse, and West would 
win with the king. 


“If West then cashed the king 


of diamonds, South's nine would 
become established for u second 
stopper. If West led a low 
diamond after taking the king of 
clubs, East would win, but would 
be unable to continue the suit, 


West's opening lead of a low 
diamond Indicates that he doesn’t 
hold’ a sult headed by three 
honours. (An honour is almost 
invariably opened from a_ sult 
headed by three honours.) Hence 
West {s known to have two or 
more honours in diamonds, If 
East has more than -two dia- 


- monds,- the- hold-up - cannot-suc-. 


ceed. If Enst has only two 
dlamonds, as was actually the 
case, a hold-up is fatal.
